BY THE UNITED STATES, THE TWO PARTIES WILL AGREE UPON 
A FIVE-YEAR PROGRAM FOR THE USE OF SUCH CONTRIBUTIONS 
FOR VARIOUS BRANCHES OF THE ECONOMY, AND DIVIDED INTO 
ANNUAL PROGRAMS WITH A SPECIFIC PROGRAM FOR THE FIRST 
YEAR. 

THIS’ PROGRAM WILL BE BASED ON SUCH FACTORS AS: 

(A) THE NEEDS OF NORTH VIET-NAM ARISING FROM 
THE DISLOCATION OF WAR;

II. FUNCTIONS 

(!) TO REACH AGREEMENT ON PROGRAMS FOR CARRYING OUT 
THE UNITED STATES CONTRIBUTION TO HEALING THE WOUNDS OF 
WAR AND POST-WAR RECONSTRUCTION IN THE DEMOCRATIC 
REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM. 

THESE PROGRAMS INCLUDE AN OVERALL FIVE-YEAR PROGRAM 
FOR VARIOUS ECONOMIC SECTORS AND PROJECTS, TO BE DIVIDED 
INTO ANNUAL PROGRAMS WITH A SPECIFIC PROGRAM FOR THE 
FIRST YEAR. 

(2) TO 

EARH AGREEMENT ON MODALITIES FOR THE 

IMPLEMENTATION OF THESE PROGRAMS, INCLUDING MODALITIES 
FOR THE FIELDS OF TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS, BANKING

(3) TO DISCUSS MEASURES FOR PROMOTING THE NORMALIZA- 
TION OF ECONOMIC RELATIONS BETWEEN THE DEMOCRATIC 
REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM AND THE UNITED STATES. 

III. ORGANIZATION OF THE JOINT ECONOMIC COMMISSION 
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THE JOINT ECONOMIC COMMISSION INCLUDES THE 
DELEGATION OF THE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM 
AND THE DELEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES, EACH COMPRISING 
THREE MEMBERS ASSISTED BY A NUMBER OF EXPERTS. WHEN

AUTHENT IC. he c0NTENT oF T HE DISCUSSIONS WITHIN THE 

COMMISSION AND THE SUBSTANCE OF THE AGREEMENTS ARRIVED 
AT ARE CONSIDERED CONFIDENTIAL AND SHOULD NOT BE 
PUBLICIZED EXPEPT AS AGREED BY BOTH PARTIES. 

IN THE CASE THERE NEED BE A RELEASE FROM THE 
COMMISSION, IT SHOULD BE APPROVED BY BOTH PARTIES; 
NEITHER PARTY SHOULD ISSUE A UNILATERAL RELEASE.
